Laying a Good Foundation

Anyone who gives the matter a lit- 
tle thought cannot help but be struck. 
With. the significant fact that so many 
enter the poultry field, endure for a 
While, and then either discontinue or 
decide it is best only to keep a few 
birds to use up tne table scraps, ete. 
On the other hand, of course, the op- 


posite is the case sometimes and peo- 
ple who enter the fieid purely to get 
some return from the waste products 
of the house become so interested as 
to very much enlarge their operations 
and secure very profitable results 
from their enterprise, . 

Much of the failure that exists can 
be laid to the foundation or prepara- 
tion on which the future operations 
are puilt. The handling of chickens is 
a very exact business and the results 
entirely depend on the minute atten- 
tion given to the details that are nec- 
essary to securing good results. 

A good, vigorous, energetic man, 
good producing stock, good houses 
and good, methods, may all be classed 
under the heading foundation for in 
all of them carrying out the useful 
values that they may have, will de- 
pend the possibilities. In the first 
place then the man must have made 
up his mind that only continued work 
and effort will bring any sort of suc- 
cess. The plan that gives the best of 
attention for a few days and neglect 
for the next few, is bound to bring un- 
satisfactory results. To start out with 
any idea that poultry keeping is the 
easiest thing imthe world and that it 
requires no work and close effort ‘to 
attain success will be bound to cither 
very soon bring about a very different 
realization or énd in the greatest dis- 
aster.

If this were 
so the poultry raisers would realize 
their dreams, but usually there are 
many phases of the work that require 
individual working out and which, al- 
though very much helped by the ex- 
perience, will depend very largely on 
the man’s.own good judgment. The 
stock for the foundation is very im- 
portant and when new blood is intro- 
duced nothing but the best is good 
enough.

breed now and ten years ago, he can 
readily understand that progress has 
been made. This improvement is 
only gradual and through the most 
careful selection year by year.

A Dust Bath is Essential to the Health 
of Poultry 


Finely screened coal ashes make 
the most effective sort of a dust baths 
for the hens. The fine dust penetrates 
the fowls’ feathers, and coming in 
contact with lice serves to stop the 
breathing passages of these parasites, | 
causing them to suffocate and die. 
Wood ashes are even better for this 
purpose, because the particles of dust 
are finer; but here again the lime is 
objectionable, since it tends to take 
the gloss off the plumage. 

Coal ashes should be used freely on | 
the floors of poultry  bitildings, for! 
they will penetrate cracks and crey- 
ices, and will assist in destroying 
mites and will asist in dissipating, 
noxious odors, and in improving con- 
ditions generally. Still another ad- 
vantage: large quantities of the cin- 
ders will be eaten by the birds as 
grit, and will contribute some of the 
mineral nutrients. Small bits of coal 
will be eaten also, and will be digest- 
ed.

‘That, Of course, ig lignly desir- 
ante, but 1t has notning to do with our 
movement, and the beaugerent govern- 
ment are firmly determuned to deat 
with the question of peace in their 
own way. but our aim of an enduring 
peace is the same whether the war 
1astS Qne year or ten yeurs—we must 
prepare the Way, stuay the practicar 
metnods, and moid puplic opinion to- 
Betner, preventing anotner world dis- 
uster such as tne present. 

“We have met some discourage- 
ment and Opposition from some of the 
allied governments, on tne_theory 
that we were urging a_ premature 
peace. But that is not the case, ana 
in taiks-I nave had with some of the 
leading officials I have shown them 
that our movement is in truth seeking 
tne same end tnat the alned forces 
lignting in the trenches are seeking— 
an honorable peace which will be tast- 
ing and will be « guarantee of future 
security to them and to the whole 
world.” 

“put what practical step can be 
taken to insure world peace?” Baron 
Adasward was asked. 

“The most practical means, it seems 
to me,” said he, “is to make a reatity 
of the Permanent Court o£ Arbitration 
of The Hague, giving it an actual ex- 
sistence, and a strong controlling 
force in the regulation of internation- 
al affairs. It is a great deal that au 
civilized governments have already 
agreed to it in principle. But it re- 
mains to give this principle the de- 
finiteness of a practical, working, jud- 
icial tribunal—a real worid court, ac- 
international 


tries actually in attendance, consid- 
ering and determining international 
litigation with the same = systematic 
regularity and finality that state 
courts consider their cases, and with 
branches taking an active part in con- 
ciliating and mediating national, dis- 
putes, so that nations will come to 
look to this international body as the 
one comcicnt and prepared to act 
With authority and finality, 

“The reduction of armament and 
other peace measures will follow 
naturally, once the great essential—a 
world court at The Hague—is realiz- 
ed. As to ‘freedom of the seas,’ I 
fear that part of the program will 
have to be abandoned, as it is a war 
measure and has no logical place in a 
plan for international peace, It ap- 
pears to have been proposed largely 
as an appeal for German support, but 
it is obviously out of place.” 

Referring to the attitude of Sweden 
in the present war, Baron Adelsward 
said: 

“The sentiment of the Swedish peo- 


ple is one of absolute neutrality. 
Naturally there are groups, and this 
has created the impression that 


Sweden is favorable to the Central 
cowers and opposed to the Allies. But 


that is noc the case, taking Sweden 
as a@ whole and without regard to 


groups or factions. So that when Mr. 
Asquith asked pm: as to the attitude 
o. £ veden—noc as to individuals or 
groups, but Sweden as a whole—I was 
able to answer him that Sweden was 
absolutely neutral, and that the im- 
pression of her t.voring the Central 
Powers was unjustined by the facts.”

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Prophecies of Battle 


German Fleet. With 17-Inch Guns and 
Fokker Aeroplanes 


The German flect, with the heaviest 
new battleships armed with 17-inch 
guns, far outranging the largest of tho 
British vessels, and escorted by a 
fleet of Fokker aeroplanes and Zep- 
pelins, armed with a new pneumatic 
gun, capable of firing armor-piercing 
projectiles, will soon appear in the 
North Sea, according to Thomas R. 
MacMeehaun, aeronautical engineer and 
president of the Aeronautic Society of 
America, 

Mr. MacMeehan said the basis of 
his predicition is from sources of auth- 
oritative information in Germany. 

The time of the German navy's dash 
from the Kiel Canal will be fixed 
mainly by the results of the testing 
of the new engine of destruction from 
the air—the pneumatic gun or torpedo 
tubes—Mr. MacMechan asserted. The 
weapon will be tried out, the engineer 
asserted, within two or three weeks in 
a monster raid by Zeppelins on Lon- 
don. 

“Wor the past year the Krupp Com- 
pany experts have been working on 
the aeria] torpedo, which, according to 
my information, is now perfected. 
Briefly, the torpedo tube or pneumatic 
gun launching the projectile is about 
eight feet long. Air pressure is used 
because of the danger of using pow- 
der for a gun of that calibre on an air- 
ship. The projectile is shot from the 
mouth of the gun with a velocity of 
650 feet a second. This great velocity 
overcomes all the cross currents of 
wind in the air and the motion of the 
airship, which make the bomb so use- 
less a missile. It goes straight to its 
mark with an ever increasing rate of 
speed and strikes within a few sec- 
onds, even from so great a height as 
15,000 feet.

Terrible Dangers of Mining Opera- 
* tions in Northern France 


W. WH. S., writing from Northern 
France, says: 

The tunnelling officer was quite a 
decent renow and visited our uittle 
mess in the trenches every day untu 
we came to look upon him as one Or 
ourselyes, while on one occasion he 
alindiy took us down a shat and ex- 
piained to us all the secrets of min- 
ing. 

One morning ho

eiean on top of a German mine?” 

I neariy fainted, and when the 
shock had worn off somewhat I was 
-wiuler enligntened to the facr that 
while our miners were at work the 
previous eveniug they had discover- 
ed a German ming shaft running 
cight under the trench. 7 : 

Here was a pretty kettle of fish.‘ L 
was liable to be blown up at any 
moment.’ Further, everyone in the 
company would go up with me and 
at the same time get a Hghtning 
burial in the crater. 

However we had to carry on, while 
the miners .worked tremendously 
hard in order to get right into the 
Garman gallery which was to be 
blown in. 

All that morning I felt as if I were 
walking on air, and every moment 
expected myself to be swallowed up 
in a chasm rent in the earth. 

At noon tne tunnelling — officer 
again appeared. He was covered 
with mud, while the perspiration 
ran from his face and arms. He 
reported that he had got a charge in 
and was awaiting the word to blow 
up the Germans. 

After what sceemd an endless time 
word arrived, and the tunnelling of- 
ficer fixed his electric battery in posi- 
tion, while the men brought in the

English Nobles 
Fallen in The War 


Ten Per Cent. of British Officers Kill- 
ed Belonged to Aristocracy 


In commenting on the recruiting 
campaigns in England, the Paris Fig- 
aro coutrasts the evident reluctance 
of the British proletariat to do its full 
share in the nghting with the patriot- 
ism shown by the Jsritish aristocracy. 
The Figaro proceeds to discuss the 
figures given in Debrett’s edition of 
the British Peerage for 1916, and 
says: 

“At the outset of the war, without 
being driven to it by any propaganda, 
the aristocracy of the United Kingdom 
rushed off to the battlefield. The new 
number of ‘Debrett’ shows twelve 
pages filled with the names of more 
than 800 members of the nobility who 
lost their lives in action. England 
may be proud of her nobiemen.” 

Further detaiis are given by the 
London Daily Mail, which goes into 
the ugures with more precision and 
tells us that: 

“Ten per cent. of the British offic- 
ers who have died in the war were in 
the pages of ‘Debrett’s Peerage, Bar- 
ontage, Knightag., and Companion- 
age,’ and in the issue for 1916. just 
published, the War Roll of Honor of 
the dead comprises 800 names, 

“In it appear one member of the 
Royal Family—Prince Maurice of 
Battenberg: 6 peers, 16 baronets, 6 
knights, and 7 members of  parlia- 
ment; 164 companions of the order 
of chivalry, 95 sons of peers, $2 sons 
of baronets and 84 sons of knights. 

“Two successive heirs to the earl- 
doi of Loudoun fell, and the death of 
Lord Worsley affected the succession 
to three separate peerages—the earl- 
dom of Yarborough and the baronies 
of Fauconberg and Conyers. Succes- 
sion has been unduly precipitated or 
the normal descent changed in over 
1,200 instances by the casualties of 
the war.”

About Tea and Coffee 


Now Really Appear to be Harmful 
Drugs and Dangcrous to 
Health 


Coffee and tea are discussed by a 
recent health letter of the Life Exten- 
sion Institute. Briefly, the conciu- 
sions from experiments are that ap- 
parently there aro no ill-effects noted 
on the days following moderate stim- 
ulation wth cottee. In a sound, healtny 
individual, doses equivalent to a 
strong cup of coffee produce no no- 
ticeable ill-effects except siight ner- 
vousness, but doses equivalent to one 
and a half cups of colfee produce 
marked unsteadiness in muscular and 
mental tone. 

Warning is given, however, that .- 
is possible that the continued use of 
coffee may cause a slow damage to 
the nervous mecuanism of the heart, 
as it is not uncommon to find people 
who have taken tea and coffee ior 
years apparently develop a susceptib- 
ility to these drugs. 

The bulletin concludes that quanti- 
ties of these drinks beyond one cup 
daily are unwise, even for the healthy 
and that even this amount may be 
distinctly harmful to persons suffer- 
ing from dyspepsia, sleeplessness, 
Nervousness, heart affections, or who 
have a tendency to nervous and 
mental irritability. 

The ill-effects of the. beverages can 
be lessened if care is taken in their 
preparation. Neither should be boil- 
ed ,as_ boiling drives off the oils 
which give flavour and extracts the 
acid constituents which are injuri- 
ous to the stomach.

'In this, too, Germany has exceiled. 
Japan learned her tactics from Ger- 
many, and Japanese tactics were the 
same in the Russo-Japanese war. 
Japan had fought herself to a stand- 
‘still at Mukden, bt she gave the im- 
'pression to the whoe world that she 
;Was capable of further advance aud 
thar at Portsmouth she could almost 
make her own terms In five months 
after Mukden she had made no pro- 
vision for another offensive—a secret 
which she was able to keep. The last 
blow she had struck had put her on 
:her face in the mud, but with her face

or March. With spring the allies will 
'have for the first time a real superior- 
‘ity in guns, men and material, on the 
{fighting line. Germany still has four 
million fighting men and Austria three 
million. France must have close to 
four million, England more than three 
million and Russia three million, not 
counting her unorganized 
Thus the allies will have a speriority 
equivalent to the British new army. 

If Germany is going to continue her 
offensive where ¢>:. she strike? Can 
she undertake another offensive 
against Russia when in May the 
French cover all the front line trenches 
in the west with shells and undertake 
an offensive with five times the artil- 
jlery power of Champagne and Loos? 
If the German, with all his strength, 
failed to get a knockout in the spring 
of 1915, can he hope for it in 1916? 
For he must have a knockout in order 
to win. At least one of his opponets 
must be counted out. 

Russia,, which he hoped would be 
the first of all the countries in Burope 
to submit, has ‘the least reason. For 
the Slav to yield to the German now 
would mean German domination of 
Europe and the eclipse of Slavdom. 
This the farseeing Russian leaders 
realize. So do the mass of the Rus- 
sians, They are fighting for racial 
life. In order {o gain a separate peace 
with Russia, Germany would at least 
have to evacuate Russia and Poland 
as well. Though she has made Rus- 
sia suffer more than she has suffered 
this does not mean that she is win- 
ning. 

To win, Germany must beat the im- 
mense new British army. She must 
beat the 1917 class of recruits which 
in November, France has not yet call- 
ed to the colors. She must win in 
lsome kind of a decisive victory at 
arms—or lose; must succeed in wear- 
ing down the allies’ resources and 
men by attrition instead of the allies 
wearing down hers. 

Germany insists that she fs winning. 
'She tells her people that she is. But 
have you ‘ever looked through the

(of every IFnglishman and Frenchman. 

Suppose that all next spring and 
summer Germany throws _ herself 
against those lines of steel in vain 
Suppose that a line of steel is across 
'her path in the Balkans as well as 
{in Flanders and in Russia. For if she 
extends her lines in Serbia and Bul 
garia she needs correspondingly more 
!men to keep them intact. Suppose 
that, instead of being able to take the 
offensive, she uses her magnificent 
, railroad system for rushing bodies of 
| troops here and there in order to halt 
‘the offensive of the allies—what will 
|be the effect then upon German sen- 
‘timent? What would have been the 
| effect on Japanese sentiment if the 
‘Russians had held out for another 
lyear and let the Japanese stew in 
‘front of their army? 
| When Lord Kitchener told the min- 
isters of the British cabinet that the 
war would be long they were sceptical, 
But now they know that he knew 
what he was talking about. Ile count- 
ed upon winning the last battle. That 
is the battle that lngland has always 
had to win, ana usually has won 
though we reversed the tables in the 
American revolution. 

Sho has always started in confident: 
ly, only to be beaten at first because 
she was not ready. But you may be 
sure the amazing brain trust which 
governs Germany, which knows how 
to inflame its own people to its pur- 
pose, which unites great military lead- 
ing with very skillful statecraft, is 
never going to give the world a sign 
that she is losing. 

The one chance thar Germany has 
of winning is the chance that gave 
Japan victory. Though beaten, she 
may keep her secrets so close, conceai 
her wounds so well, that she will give 
the appearance of. victory and de- 
ceive her enemies into compromise. 
But if the allies keep on for another 
eighteen months, and if they hold to- 
gether, there is no doubt that Germany 
will be beaten. And if their money 
lasts! Watch and see if it doesn't 
The allied troops may never get tc 
Berlin; they may never cross the 
Rhine none of them may again enter 
East Prussia. But it will bo Germany 
that will have to sue for terms because 
she is in a gtate of siege. 

Even rebellion in India, of whick 
Germany s0 fondly dreams, ‘could not 
change the event. rhe British hold the 
sea. They have the superiority in 
dreadnoughts, and battle cruisers 
whose guns can smash anything above 
water. The methods they used in 
holding down the submarine cam. 
paign in the North Sea ought also to 
serve in the Mediterranean. 

Germany is in the position of a man 
who strikes for want of air, for want 
of room, He lunges this way and that 
with the craving for breath for his 
lungs and space for his limbs. He 
pushes the wall back a little, but it 
is still there, dashing his own blood 
back in his face. He breaks through 
one door, but there is another beyond. 
The mental strain of such a battle is 
as severe as the physical. Next sum- 
mer, if Russia comes back strong, and 
Turkey and Bulgaria are tamed, the 
walls will begin to fall in on the Ger. 
mans.

German Spy Danger 


Officers and Soldiers Warned Not to 
Discuss Naval or Military 
Matters 
{ A warning to be on their guard for 
German spies has been sent out to all 
officers in Canada by the department 
of militia in regular orders. It is as 

follows: 
| ‘It is strictly forbidden to disclose 
to unauthorized persons any informa- 
tion with respect to the movements, 
numbers, description, condition or dis- 
position of any ot the froces, ships, or 
| war materials cf his majesty or any 
of his majesty’s allies, or with re- 
spect to the plans or conduct of any 
naval or military operations by any 
such forces or ships, or with respect 
to any works or measures undertaken 
for, or connected with, or intended for 
tho fortification or defence of any 
place, or any information of such a 
nature as is calculated to be or, might 
be directly or indirectly useful to the 
enemy. 

Commanding officers are directed to 
promulgate the foregoing instructions 
and to see that they are fully explain- 
ed to all ranks on parade by officers 
commanding squadrons, batteries and 
companies, and other units. In doing 
so they may derive assistance from 
the accompanying: 

No officer or other member of his 
majesty's forces should, in any circum- 
stances, discuss with, or give any in- 
formation to, any unauthorized person 
whomsoever upon any naval or mili- 
tary subjects; any attempt by strang- 
ers or others to obtain such informa- 
tion should be immediately reported. 

“No officer or other member of his 
majesty’s forces should discuss any 
naval or military subjects in the pres- 
enco of strangers. 

“There is reason to know that there 
are enemy agents, male and female, 
at work in every grade of life, capable 
of speaking English fluently, and pos- 
ing frequently as officers, sailors, sold- 
fers, salesmen, or advertisers, Mem- 
bers of his majesty’s forces should oe 
constantly on their guard against 
such agents. 

“Those on leave in the United King- 
dom from the front or from the fleet 
should be particularly on their guard: 
against enemy agents. These people 
frequently endeavor to make the ac- 
quaintance of officers and men (either

by correspondence or gifts) with the 
intention of offering them further hos- 
pitality on their return to the United 
Kingdom, and so of extracting vatu- 
able information from them, or sup- 
plying misleading information to them 
in the interests of the enemy.”

The canal and Indla thus supply the 
objectives of the great Teuton drive 
through Turkey and to the near east. 

A campaign.of Turkish and German 
forces against the canal and Egypt 
would not be as difficult an enterprise 
as the factors involved would seem to 
indicate, according to the opinion held 
by military authorities in Constanti- 
nople. They say that those who assert 
that such an undertaking would be 
next to Impossible are unfamiliar with 
the means of communication between 
Constantinople and the canal and for- 
-get that the food resources‘ of Arabia 
and Syria are fully sufficient to meet 


- the needs of a large army. 


To go from Constantinople to Bo- 
santi, in the Taurus mountains, over 
the Anatolian railroad and its Bag- 


dad connections, would require about | 


forty-efght hours for military trains. 
At Bosanti the old pass road through 
the Clcilian gate to Tarsus would bo 
used. The road has been improved 
by thousands of Armenians, who had 
been drafted into the Ottoman army 
for this purpose. The work was di-

Canal Well Fortified. 


The line thus fortified is continuous 
and runs from Port Said, on the Medi- 
terranean, to Port Tewfik, on the Red 
sea, parallel to the canal’s channel. 

It is known through the last reports 

of M. Jonnant, president of the Suez 
company, that the canal {js 166 kilome- 
ters in length. Its breadth at ten me- 
ters from the bottom runs from forty- 
five meters up to a hundred meters 
across. At certain points the sound- 
| Ings have measured a depth of eleven 
| meters. Thirteen large water stations 
have been constructed on the canal. 

The lake, reformed in the plain of 
Peluse by a flooding of salt water, ad- 
joins Port Sald and the north part of 
the maritime passage up to El Kantara, 
perhaps fifty-four kilometers. Another 
part, almost of equal length, traverses 
the salt Iakes, In brief, the canal is 
|not easily appronched except along a 
{front of about sixty kilometers, divided 
by the lakes in sections from the mid- 
dle to the south end. 

The maritime defense {is naturally 
| highly developed. Ships armed with} 
guns of great callber and long range 
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are mounted upon the shore and the 
canal, and numerous small torpedo 
boats sail about the lakes. a 

Finally, aviators and the ‘telegrap 
could furnish information as- to the 
movements of the enemy and permit 
the installation of formidable pleces of 
artillery handled mainly by marines. 

Railroad Along Canal. 

It Is to be noted that as there {3s a 
railway along the length of the canal 
upon the bank toward the Nile and 
connected by neighboring railway lines 
with the Egyptian rallways—that ts to 
say, with Calro, the capital, and with 
Alexandria, the chief port of the coun-

USTOMS officials of the United 

States are about the busiest 

men in the country today, for 

never before has the value of 

our exports approached the tremendous 
figures now resulting from the Euro- 
pean war. Each outgoing cargo has to 
be inspected carefully, and drastic 
measures are in vogue to prevent any 
deception. The same is true with the 
_{mports to America, which are not as 


_ large now as In tne days when Europe 


was at peace. 

From the port of New York alone 
there were exported goods: last year 
valued at practically $1,000,000,000, 
nearly double the exports of any pre- 
vious year. Exports through the port of 
Philadelphia in 1915 were more than 
@ouble those of the year previous and 


broke all records for that city. Ac- 
cording to the report published by the 
commissioners of navigation, $135,000,- 
000 worth of goods were shipped 
through that port last year. This ts 
$09,000,000 more than were exported in 
1914. Only once before have exports 
reached the hundred million mark, and 
that was in.1907, when the figures were 
$106,570,627. Norfolk, Boston, Charles- 
ton, New Orleans, Galveston and the 
west also report unprecedented in- 
creases in their exports. So the pros- 
perous condition of.the country is not 
confined to any one section, but is gen- 
eral. 

What place the past years events in 
American business will hold in the 
future history of the world no one 
would venture to foretell, but from all

The Teutonic designs on India are 
old. They are at least as old as the 
“Berlin to Bagdad” project. The Bag- 
dad railroad {s:Germany's “Suez canal,” 
the symbol of her dreams for empire 
eastward, the connecting link from 
Berlin to the Persian gulf—and beyond 
lies India, the pearl of the British 
empire's crown. From the standpoint 
of war strategy, India is England's 
feet of clay. Several years ago the 
London Times thundered a warning 
to the British government and the Brit- 
ish people. 

And what of Russian ambitions? The 
history of the nineteenth century is 
filled with the rivalry of Great Britain 
and Russla, as poignant and as relent- 


checks passing through the country's 
clearing houses were in volume never 
before reported; unheard of figures were 
attainod in the country’s money supply, 
and among numerous other records na- 
tional bank loans, deposits and cash 
holdings increased to a total never be- 
fore approached. 

In the world of money the United 
States now stands pre-eminent among 
nations. It was an epochal year, in 
which the country made unprecedented 
Strides toward the position of master 
of international finance. Developments 
in finance were along constructive lines 
that added tremendously to the strength 
of money and credit conditions through- 
out the forty-eight states of the Amer- 
{con commonwealth. 

From a standpoint of an exporting 
nation the United States now leads the 
world, according to figures made public 
by the foreign department of the Na- 
tional City bank, New York, Although 
the statistics for the full year are not 
yet complete, it is believed the United 
States will far surpass Great Britain, 
our nearest competitor. 

For the eleven months ended Dec, 1 
the total value of exports from the 
seventeen principal ports of the coun- 
try was §8,145,000,000 against $1,705,- 
000,000, the estimated aggregate value of 
Great Britain’s exports. This compares 
with $1,966,812,000, the value of Great 


Britain’s exports in 1914, and $1,8381,-}: 


113,000 for the United States in the 
same year. For 1913, more like a nore 
mal year, Great Britain's exports were 
$2,345,600,000 against $2,217,812,000 for 
the United States.

As Admiral Mahan pointed out in 
“The Problem of Asia,” India consti- 
tutes a hishly important “hase” of 
imimtary and naval power, as well as 
an aréa‘ valuable tn itself. 

As a source of wealth, it Is the rich- 
est “possession” on the face of the 
earth. It yields annual revenues of 
$500,000,000, 

For twenty-five centuries there has 
been a constant flow of gold and silver 
Nnto India from the western nations, 
It has been one of the unchanging 
economic conditions of the world, and 

ne which rulers of different lands, de- 
pleted for it, have tried in vain to stop. 

Complaints of India’s appetite for 
gold began In the time of the Cartha- 
ginians, who in the fourth century 
1B. C. disposed of gold they procured 
from Spain to that country. Pliny tella 
of unavailing protests made in the first 
lyear of the Christian era of exporta- 
jtions of the precious metal from the 
Roman empire, nearly $15,000,000 of it

Post Office Not Much 
Affected by The War 


—_- 


Increase Reported in Almost 
Branch in the Service 


The war has not affected very aa- 
versely the kusiness of the post office 
department, according to the annual 
report tabled in the house by the Hon. 
T. Chase Casgrain. | 

There have been increases all 
along the line—in letters sent, in 
rural mail routes, money order and 
savings bank oftices. 

In the number of letters the esti- 
mated increase is 18,197,000. While 
this is less than for the last ten 
years, il is a good showing in view 
of the war, 

No statistics are given with re- 
spect to the parcels post, “but the 
states that the system “has 
been successfully conducted. during 
the year and its great and growing 
popularity has demonstarted that it 
supplies a public need. 

“As the parcels post reaches every 
point throughout the country its fac- 
ities are greater than those affora- 
ed by services operated by private 
companies and its rates are lower.” 

Rural mail routes have increased 
by 695 and more than 57,560 addi- 
tional boxes have been erected. 475 
new post offices were established 
and 98 closed, the latter mainly 
on rural mail routes. 

Savings in the postal hanks total 
$39,995,406, which is a decrease of 
$1,595,880. During the year 2,487,77 
letters went to the dead letter offiee.

That alcohol is a habit- forming drug 
is denied by no one but its devotees. 
Its denial would be- useless because 
every one knows men who have be- 
come the victims of the alcohol habit 
that cannot break away from it. No- 
thing is more pathetic than to see 
some of these men trying to break oft 
the habit, suffering untold tortures 
aud failing time after time until they 
give up in despair and plunge in deep- 
er than ever, in hopes of ending their 
misery. 

Morphine ig also 2 habit forming 
drug, but it is very little used com- 
pared with the various. alcoholic li- 
quors, because it is not pleasant to 
the taste and because the habit of 
treating to a dose of morphine has not 
become popular. Its action is very 
similar to that of whiskey or brandy. 
In moderate doses it dulls the sensibil- 
ity to pain and in large. doses causes 
a stupor resembling profound sleep. 


formed, it Js almost impossible to 
break off. Men who make a specialty 
of treating the drug and alcohol habit, 
tell me that it is easier to cure perm- 
anently a morphine field than an al- 
cohol fiend. That ig probably due 
largely to the habit many have form- 
cl of urging their friends to drink, 
The day is not long passed when 
some would take it as an insult if you 
refused to drink their dope. Both 
these drugs have the effect of blight- 
ing the moral sensibility so that a 
drinking man will do or say with per- 
fect indifference what he would have 
shrank from with horror before he 
acquired the habit. Examples of this 
we have had in plenty of late, when 
men stoop to the most despicable 
acts, utterly indifferent to the need 
or fate of their country. Anyone who 
has studied the question knows that 
much of this moral cegradation has 
had its origin in drink on the part of 
the person or his ancestors. Morphine 
and alcohol are both poisonous drugs 
and both have the tendeney to affect 
the higher moral centres first. 

It is dreadful to contemplate the 
power which the traffie has acquired. 
In England, France and Germany 
they have defied the government and 
the war office to do more than slight- 
ly curtail their business. In Sweden, 
the people voted a hundred to one in 
favor of prohibition, but they did not 
get it. In Ontario, people have voted 
by large majorities on three different 
oceasions in favor of prohibiting the 
traffic. Not only that, but resolutions 
and petitions almost without number, 
have poured in to the government, 
begging that the bars be .closed..On 
the other hand, no one but a quiet de- 
putation of liquor dealers have asked 
that the business he allowed to con- 
tinue. But that depulation seems to 
have more influence with governments 
than the votes of the people, the reso- 
lutions of the most important bodies 
and all the petitions that have been 
presented, humbly pleading that the 
great evil be stopped.—H. Arnott,

How the Movies Are Able to Keep 
Pace With the Times 


Keeping pace with the times, the 
“movies” have made it possible, by 
the use of mechanical and electricar 
devices, gunpowder, spring bayonets 
and other things, for the public to re- 
vel in war dramas, cleverly faked, yet 
so realistic as to pear all the earmarks 


“Laborers, farmers’ sons and village 
youths, garbed in uniforms of the var- 
ious J8uropean armies,” said a 
“movie” expert, “are drilled in their 
new duties and initiated into the mys- 
teries of disappearing bayonets, ex- 
ploding fake shells, tren¢h warfare, 
and make-believe ‘gassing.’ Stroll 
along a quiet country footpath border- 
ing some rolling grassland sloping to 
the sea and you may come upon a 
horde of yelling men whose spiked 
helmets and wicked looking bayonets 
glint in the sunshine as they charge 
toward you. If you take cover nimbly 
and watch you will sec they are rush- 
ing a trench filled with khaki clad 
soidiers, You shudder involuntarily 
as you see these glinting bayonets 
sinking into human flesh three or four 
inches, but you find later that the 
points are protected with little felt 
buttons and that they are atached to 
the barrel end of the gun by a spring 


that allows them to recede several 
inches upon striking a solid sub- 
stance. 


“As the soldiers ford a stream in 
their mad charge, columns of water 
splash high into the afr, After a while 
you realize that these columns are 
caused by dropping shells from con- 
cealed artillery. You wonder how it is 
that all these country supers are not 
maimed or even killed until you find 
out that the water columns are caused 
by electrically exploded bladders filled 
with gunpowder and hidden beneath 
the surface of the stream. <As_ the 
charging soldiers reach the opposite 
bank and make straight for the en- 
emy's machine guns, terrible explos- 
jons occur. They are the shells still 
‘dropping’ from the enemy's artillery. 
The explosions are electrically control- 
led by a stage director or producer, 
and are caused by burying small cans 
of gunpowder here and there under the 
ground to be rushed. At the pro- 
per moment the fake mines are ex- 
ploded by throwing a swileh or press- 
ing «a button, thus sending clods of 
earth a cloudof smoke and a dummy 
figure or two into the air. All the vivid 
effeets of a big shell bursting on the 
ground are thus obtained. 

“To vive to the moving picture. pat- 
rons an idea of the vast numbers of 
troops now engaged the producers use 
an ingenious leather band machine, 
which in conjunetion with a broad 
window built into the scenery wall, is 
all that is necessary. The spectators 
in the theatre see women at the win- 


dows crying out to the departing 
troops. - / 
“The tops of rifles with bayonets 


fixed move past the window and bob 
up and down in a never ending stream. 
Beneath the window; concealed from 
the spectators, an operator turns a 
leather band passing over two fly- 
wheels about twelve feet apart. At- 
tached to the top of the band are rows 
of bayonets moving along with the 
realism of a marching regiment, rifles 
on shoulders. I*astened. as they are 
to {he leather bands, they can be 
moved at uny speed. 

“In ‘close up’ pictures of big explo- 
sions, such as bridges, forts and the 
like, it is hardly safe for the ‘movie’ 
men to get too close; a chance pro- 
jectile may come their way. To over- 
come this difficulty the camera is set 
up in some adjacent spot and focused 
upon the scene of the explosion. From 
a safe distance the operator controls 
his camera by electrical wires, the re- 
sult being as satisfactory as if he had 
been on the brink of the seene him- 


“So excellent are the pictures of 
modern ‘warfare’ thus obtained by 
producers in peaceably rural districts 
that motion picture theatre patrons 
cannot realize that) the ‘movie’ men 
were not actually nea. the firing line 
in the theatres of war when the films 
“—-ansas City Star.
